methods of the library, but collected 
thousands of volumes for it, many of 
which are priceless in that they have 
no duplicates. 
Every man must have an avocation 
and Mr. Sampson’s 
avocation 
is a 
delight iii the collection of rare and 
beautiful things. For instance, lie has 
one of the most complete collections 
of stamped envelopes in tho United 
States, dating from 
1853 
down to 
the present year. Of his avocation Mr 
Sampson said to a 
representative of 
the Times yesterday afternoon in his 
apartments at 
103 
Waugh 
street: 
“Stamp collectors, stamp 
collections 
and newspaper accounts of the same 
are so common that every person has 
an idea what these things mean and 
possibly even knows the 
name ‘Phi­ 
lately,’ which 
is 
the 
technical one 
used. 
Enthusiastic stamp collectors 
are not limited to the boys, but mem 
bers of the royal families of Europe 
and millionaries are included among 
the collectors, and the value of many 
of the collections 
amount 
to hund­ 
reds of thousands of dollars. 
“The stamp 
albums 
have spaces 
not only for the postage stamps, but 
also usually for the stamped part of 
the stamped envelopes, to be cut out 
and mounted in 
the 
album in the 
same manner as are the stamps. Col­ 
lections of entire envelopes are not 
common, perhaps largely on account 
of reasons of space and cost. 
W hile 
the album will need spaces for only 
one or a few cut specimens, the col 
lection of entires may require scores 
of entire envelopes. These may have 
been issued in all the different size® 
of envelopes, for the paper or differ­ 
ent 
watermarks 
and 
of 
different 
“knives”—that is, the 
shape 
of the 
paper as cut out for folding as well 
as the manner of folding—so for one 
die the entries must include a large 
number of specim ens.” 
Mr. Sam pson’s collection is exquis­ 
itely beautiful. The embossed stamps 
upon the envelopes made fifty and 
sixty years ago are even more artis­ 
tic in design and delicate and rich in 
color than the stamped envelopes of 
today. Mr. 
Sam pson’s 
collection is 
also most extensive. He has 375 en­ 
velopes that have never 
been used, 
300 postal cards, nearly 
all unused, 
and 1,300 envelopes that have gone 
through! the postoffice. Mr. Sampson 
made his collection 
by 
laying aside 
the envelopes that had not been bad­ 
ly marked by the posoffice cancella­ 
tion achmines or markers. 
Finally 
he examined 
the 
many thousands 
thus secured and saved the choicest 
specimens. 
T hese 
envelopes 
repre­ 
sent every die used 
by the govern­ 
ment, every watermark, every “knife” 
and color of paper and also 
the dif 
ferent makes of paper, whether laid 
or woven. The collection of u^ed en­ 
velopes having been made in this way 
it naturally would consist principally 
of the lower values. 
However, 
Mr. 
Sampson has been repaid by the fact 
that many of his envelopes that are 
today worth $10, $15 and $25 original­ 
ly cest him nothing beyond the trou­ 
ble of assorting 
them 
and 
saving 
them. 
Among the curiosities 
of Hie col­ 
lection are such things as two stamp­ 
ed papers having been folded in one 
envelope, and 
also 
“ghosts,” which 
are envelopes embossed without col­ 
or, caused by two papers having gone 
through the press 
at 
once, both of 
them receiving the stamp 
but onlv 
one of them the 
ink. 
“Ghosts” 
are 
rare and bring a price in proportion 
to their rarity. 
Mr. Sampson is interested in many 
things, however, outside of stamp col­ 
lecting. He has one of the finest geo­ 
logical cabinets in the country, 
his 
collection of crinoid specim ens being 
very complete and beautiful.

filled with these crinoids, mute trac­ 
eries and arabesques

poultry raising is undertaken by the 
pupils who have exclusive care of the 
fowls and keep accurate record of the 
cost and profits 
(3> Gov/ testing; especially adapt­ 
ed to Hie dairy districts. 
The 
child 
makes weekly tests of milk and de 
termines from the average percentage 
of butter fats the actual profit in 
butter and milk from each cow. 
(4) Business; in which a business 
venture such as a shop or a news­ 
paper 
route 
is 
undertaken. 
Each 
pupil is expected to keep an accurate 
record for not less titan eight months. 
(5) (looking, canning and 
sewing. 
The nupil demonstrates her progress 
and the methods employed. 
(6) Music; in which a 
record 
of 
the hours of study and practice arf 
recorded 
and 
exhibitions 
of 
pro­ 
ficiency given. 
In each of these projects a certifi­ 
cate of achievement is given for faith 
fill work. This certificate is separate 
from the regular school markings. 
Successful pupils are given achieve­ 
ment buttons. 
That the pupils are interested if 
shown by the enrollment, which in 
tie* field section now numbers 2,500. 
In the business section 
there 
are 
nearly three hundred. 
Much interest 
is also shown in the other projects.
